Barry is a 1974 graduate of 
RCHS and is planning on ap­ 
plying for the honors program 
at Purdue this fall. A person 
applying for this program has to 
do an undergraduate research 
project and submit a thesis in 
order to complete the program 
which is a two-year program for 
juniors and seniors. 
Barry’s job is working for the 
Department 
of 
Natural 
Resources, Division of Fish and 
Wildlife as a Wildlife Aide under 
David Eisenhauer, Wildlife 
Research Biologist . He is one of 
only sin Wildlife Aides assisting 
biologists in the State of Indiana 
and Eisenhauer is the Wildlife 
Biologist 
responsible

statewide pheasant research. 
He began work May 17 and 
will stay on the job until August 
SO, when school at Purdue 
begins. His main fieldwork is 
interviews, brood signings and 
finding the nests of the 
pheasant.

This is his fourth week on the 
job, during which time he has 
been familiarising himself with 
the area in which he will bv1 
working, and , looking for 
pheasant. 
To date Barry has helped 
Conservation Officer Dean 
Shadley in the pheasant crowing 
count routes which is intended 
to help give an idea of the 
population of increase or 
decrease of these birds. 
The major part of this sum­ 
mer work for Barry will be land­ 
owner interviews. For three 
weeks he will be interviewing 


farmers in several areas of the 
county in hopes of learning 
about the dispersal of the 
birds.

Scattered among these in­ 
terviews, Harry will also lie 
lasing questions about the land 
use to the farmers, in an effort 
to get an idea for the whole area 
of Rush County of the habitat 
situation of the pheasant.
